ENGLISH COMPANIES IN EGYPT. 
Persons interested in the, management of 
the many companies registered in England,

Sudan, are English so far as registration and 
legal liabilities are concerned. Whether. this 
estimate be exaggerated we cannot’say, but 
there are a great number of English companies 
in Egypt, and they must come within the pur 
view of the Companies Bill as soon as ‘it be- 
comes law. ‘Ihe rapid progress that has been 
made with thig Bill has been one of the fea- 
tures’ of the;Session..

Apropos of Companies, a recent fine inflict- 
ed on an English company in Japan 
affords an interésting object lesson fo. Egypt. 
Besides Egypt and other parts of the Ottoman 
Empire, Capitalatiohs exist in China, Japan 
and élsewhere. Japan, however, is stronger 
than Egypt and is determined to prevent the 
scandal of limited liability companies, whose 
field of operations is in Japan, being immtne 
from interference in thts respect, His Majesty;s 
Embassy at Tokio reports a decision: of some 
importance to British companies doing busi: 
ness in Japan, which was recenjly given in 
the case of a company whose'head office is at 
Hong Kong. This company ‘was prosecuted 
for not.complying >with certain regulations of 
Japanese Company Law, and was fined under 
Article 258 of the Commercial Code, which 
runs as follows. “A foreign company which 
sets up a principal office in Japan, or which 
makes it its principal object to do business in 
Japan, most, even though it is formed in a 
foreign country, comply with the same pro- 
visions as though it were formed in Japan.” 

It is a pity that the Egyptian Government 
cannot enact some such regulation, fore how- 
ever wise may be the provisions of the”English 
Companies acts, it is obvious to most people 
that we require here a good deal less latitude 
than is permitted at home.

THE OFFICIAL “REPORT” 


A terrible catastrophe occurred yesterday 
evening in Alexandria, About half past eight a 
house in the Rue Batouta, off Sisters’ Street, 
collapsed anil buried in its ruims oyer twenty 
Europeans who inhabited it. The death roll to 
be attributed to this disaster is not as yet 
known, but” the body of one dead man has been 
recovered dnd five persons, whose death is 
almost certain, remain ander the ruins at the 


| tine of writing these lines ; in addition to this 


17 persons are lying in hospital more or less 
seriously injured. The house, which had 
frontage of more than twenty metres and was 
three stories jhigh, was built only a year ago, 
and We have lieen informed. that its collapse is 
due to it being built. npon old’ and: unsound 
foundations ; for this we, cannot vouch, but at 
the same time it is not an improbable explana- 
tion of the disaster. ¢ 

The mmportance of the lesson afforded by 
this disaster cannot be exaggerated and we 
cannot but blame the official authorities for 
permitting the erection of unstable buildings. 
We do not with to accuse the authorities of 
indifference insuch matters, but we desire to 
point out that they invite such an accusation 
by offering to| the Press such an inexact ac- 
count ofthe disasterthat werefnsetopublish it: 
We have ourselVes seen that two stories of the 
house have collapsed, whereas the official re- 
port says “A ‘rooy of a house in the Labban 
quarter collapsed.” ‘Ten persons are reported 
officially to hayebeenrescued, while we learned 
at least two hours before taking the report that 
17 were lying in hospital, and the report con- 
cludes “it is hoped that there are no more 
persons under-the ruins,” when it was known 
by the public that others still remained 
cither to be rescued or recovered dead. 

We have also been asked to protest against 
the attitude of the police at thestime of the 
collapse. We are informed that several Euro- 
peans volunteered to assist inthe rescue of the 
unfortunate victims, but were driven back by 
blows from the shawishes’ batons and with 
imprecations which we cannotprint. We do not 
youch for the aécuracy of this, but at the same 
time we have no reason to doubt the good 
faith of our informants, one of whom is a 
compositor of the “Egyptian Gazette”. 

We desire to bestow the greatest praise 
upon the “Societa dei Soccorsi d’Urgenza,” who 
arrived on the seene’of the disaster in the least 
possible time atid did their utmost to give first 
aid to the injured, whom they afterwards took 
to the hospital.) 

We must also comment “iipon the earnest 
efforts of Hopkinson Bey,-Cobbe Bey, Mr. 
Lloyd Davies, and others, to effect’ a speedy 
rescue of the victims as soon as they arrived 
on the spot. 

Messrs. Almagia brought all their labourers 
from the harbour to clear ‘away the ruins, 
which are being excavated with great care as 
it is known that vietims still’ are buried and 
perhaps alive. The Italian Consular author- 
ities are superintending the work, 

A peculiar coincidence is to be noted in 
reference to the tragedy, which in its way is 
grimly humorous. Yesterday. afternoon the 
Pablie Works Committee of the Alexandria 
Municipality examined the projected” regula- 
tions in regard to‘buildings.

EGYPTIAN NATIONALISM. 


POLICY OF SECRET SOCIETIES. 


In our issue of Saturday last we reproduced 
a remarkable article from ‘Al Watan,” the 
Coptic vernacularrgan of Cairo, ou the recent 
development of a dangerous symptom of Egyp- 
tian Nationalism, the growth of secret societies 
in this country. The Nationalist Press at- 
tempted to deny the charge. “Al Watan” in 
its issue of Tuesday last makes the following 
reply :— 

As usual our last article on secret societies 
was quoted and contradicted by the Nationalist 
organs the day after its appearance. The 
contradiction took the familiar form of deny- 
ing statements withont proof, and of maligning 
the editor who writes our articles in ‘English 
and Arabic on these subjects. In fact, personal 
abuse and religions agitation are the (only 
weapons wielded by these “Nationalist writers 
in defense of their political principles. But we 
can afford to treat these tactics with the 
contempt they deserve. - 

Facts cannot, however, be denied with such 
ease, and the additional proofs published by us 
yesterday will leave no doubt that a form of 
secret societies for unpraiseworthy ends does 
exist in the land. A correspondent wrote te us 
from Alexandria that he saw a meeting of the 
nature we described, and that valgar agitation 
against Enropeans and Christians in general 
was the main object of that meeting. Others 
have written to our contemporary “Misr” from 
Upper Egypt confirming the same news. Yet 
our frierids of Nationalist views deny the 
whole story as usual and call us: traitors 
bécanse we dare to reveal a sinister fact. We 
notice that these ‘papers are almost reviling 
H. H. the Khedive now in answer) to certain 
statements made by H. H. to Mr, Dicey and 
published:by that gentleman, who is also called 
an enemy now, in the “Daily Telegraph” Mr. 
Dicey was until the other day one of the heroes 
worshipped by his'present detractors because 
he had published a criti¢ism of Lord Cromer’s 
policy. But we bad been under the impression 
that Nationalist plotters will draw the line at 
the name of the Khediye. How poor in 
prophecy ‘and calculation we must be! 


THE ‘KHEDIVE. 


The Khedive will leave Alexandria on the 
25th June on the “Mabroussa” and will stop 
at Rhodes to see his daughter. His Highness 
will proceed thence to Constantinople were he 
will spend a week and will then go to Kiss- 
ingen to take the waters. Fakhry Pasha, 
Ahmed Zeky Pasha and Izzet Bey will accom- 
pany the Khedive to Constantinople.

THE MISSING DETACHMENT. 
OFFICER'S BODY FOUND. 


It is reported that the body of the officer, 
Ali el Hassan, who was. in command of the 
detachment of 25 men, which left Bir-Natron 
more than a month ago, has been discovered 
by one of the search parties. No particulars, 
however, are as yet forthcoming as to exactly 
where the distressing discovery was made or 
asto the possible cause of death; but it is 
generally supposed that he must have died 
from exposure, and starvation. The fute of the 
remainder of the party is still uncertain but it 
is feared that the severe sandstorms, which 
have been raging iu the district south of Abou 
Tabari must haye caused sad havoc in their 
ranks. ‘The search is still being diligently’ con- 
tinned. 

Bir Natron, which they left last month, is on 
the Forty Days Road (Darb el Arbain) from Dar- 
four and Kordofan to‘Assiout. It is also called 
Bir Sultan and is in the heart of desert 283 
iniles west of Dongola. Here natron is found 
in a seam from halfan inch to two inches thick. 

The “Sudan Times” of Thursday last says:— 

“No new information has been received about 
the party of Camel Corps, which lost its way 
on the desert south of Abu Tabari. The party, 
we are told, were trying to make their way to 
Debba. They had guides with them; but the 
guides, it seems, lost their bearings, and the 
party had to divide. A part arrived at Don- 
gola, and notified the authorities about their 
comrades, when search parties were organized 
and sent out to look for them, 


ATTACKED BY BEDOUINS. 


Further details of the remarkable attack on 
n stranded British steamer by Bedouins have 
come to hand. On April 4 last the steamer 
Kilburn left Barry for Japan, and on April 27 
she ran ashore in the Red Sea, three days’ 
steaming from Aden. One officer and several 
men put off in a small boat for that port, .in 
order to try and obtain assistance, leaving the 
captain and the remainder of the crew on 
board the wreck. The small boat safely reached 
Aden, whence a salvage steamer was immed- 
iately despatched, but some days later the 
latter vessel returned, having failed to locate 
the position of the Kilburn. 

Meanwhile, a large number of Bedouins had 
appeared on the shore near the stranded 
steamer, and their numbers growing stronger 
daily they at last determined to attack the 
depleted crew. Notwithstanding a gallant 
resistance, the British sailors were driven 
overboard by sheer weight of numbers, and 
had to take to their boats, They were after- 
wards picked up in the Sea by a salvage 
boat from-Perim, where they were landed. The 
captain/of the Kilbfrn has appealed to. the 
naval authorities at Aden for protection while 
| the salvage work is being undertaken. 
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‘EGYPTS CENSUS. 


EXTRAORDINARY MISTAKES. 


Evidence is’accumulating to 


ow that the 
recent census has been nothing |tmore nor less. 


than‘a farce. The most elementary qualifica- 
tion of the officials employed in taking the 
census should have been that they were 
sufficiently instructed in the elementary prin- 
ciples of arithmetic to do ordinary simple 
addition. But they appear, so far at Ipast as 
Alexandria is concerned, to have been‘ quite 
unable to add, For example one hundred of 
the census books used in the enumeration . of 
the population of Alexandria haye been 
examined ‘and in eyery one of|these books 
there was a mistake in the addition. ‘The 
total errors in these sixty books) resulted in 
giving two thousand persons less than. were 
actually enumerated. For the numbering of 
Alexandria thirty ‘thousand of \such books 
were employed at the last censns, so if there 
were the same amount of errors in all of them, 
‘ns shas “been found to be the case in) the 
hfndred® books inspected, there is an a¢tual 
shortage of no*less than 60,000 in the reported 
population of Alexandria, solely due to- mi- 
stakes in simple addition.” cihea 
The shortage in the reported) population 
from sheer slackness in not visiting houses, 
must amount to a far higher figure. On every 
hand ‘evidence is forthcoming from well-known 
European residents of Alexandria ‘and Cairo, 
whose houses were never visited by the census 
enumerators, We could instance many flagrant 
cases of stich omissions, but one.will suffice to 
show the wilful neglect of the employés of the 
Census Department. The Alexandria head- 
quarters of the Eastern Telegraph Company is 
such a large building and is situated in such 
a central part of the city that it would be 
thought impossible to miss it. The telegraph 
office of the company is known to everybody, yet 
we are informed by the superintendent that he 
was never asked by any employé ofthe Census 
Department to fill inany paper or make any 
statement. Yet there are about thirty English- 
men sleeping there every night. If, such over- 
sights were committed amongst the European 
inhabitants, who, after all, are easily reached, 
the numbers of such oversights must have 
been plenteously multiplied. in the case ofthe 
natives, who are by contrast difficult to locate. 
The figures belie themselves, too. Between 
1882 and 1897 the population increased by 43 


percent. It is true that the first-named census |’ 


was not absolutely accurate, but an increase of 
barely 15 per cent., as has been registered 
between 1897 and 1907, spread over a period 
when the European influx to‘ Egypt has been, 
enormous, and during which the prosperity of 
the country has been growing, must be, on the 
face of it, far below the mark. The Egyptians 
aré’ essentially a prolific nation, which is one 
more argument for a larger increase in the 
population. 

The figures only show an increase of 70,000 
and 61,000 in the population of Cairo and 
Alexandria respectively, the former numbering 
640,000 and the latter 377,000 inhabitants. 
Such increases are absurdly small gnes, and 
taking a comparative statement of the total 
census this year and in 1897, in all its publish: 
ed sections, one has to come to the conclusion 
that there ix something wrong: ; 

Ifa census is to be of any use it must be as 
accurate as possible, and no doubt the fault lies 
with the Government, who, to economise, ‘ap- 
pointed as census-inspectors men already in 
the Government service, who had to do the 
work gratis, Of course, in a good many instan- 
ces, outside men were taken and paid for their 
services, but- the greater part were unpaid. 
This would account for oversights and inac- 
curate figures. 2 

It is a pity that the Government did not 
accept the offer of the Alexandria Municipal- 
ity, which undertook to carry out the census 
for this city for.a total sum of LE. 1,500. This 
amount was considered too dear, and the result 
has been that many people are wondering how 
it is that the municipal tax-collectors’are able 
to ferret them out, while they were left severely 
alone by the officials of the census. *

Lord Cromer, with the result that the conces- 
sion, was transferred from the Helouan Railway 
Company to the Delta Light. - . ; 

The Delta soon started improving the rail- 
way, and in fact the ‘line. was doubled up to 
Tourah, four new-big first class and four second 
class carriages arrived, the stations have been 
nicely painted and supplied with. nice flower 
pots. : 

The waiting rooms have been properly fur- 
mshed. and the number of trains has been 
increased, as now there is an hour train ser- 
vice. The residents are feeling now more com- 
fortable and the railway receipts have increased 
150% + which is to be appreciated, and an- 
nounces a very good future for Helonan. We 


will see before two years the population in- |. 


creasing from 7,000 to 20,000 if the railway 
continues the improvements. : 

In the beginning of last. winter several re- 

sidents had an interview with the Manager of 
the Helonan Railway, Capt. Adams,.and asked 
the doubling of the line from Tourah to 
Helouan, the conversion of the steam power. 
into electricity, renewal of the stock, the ex- 
tension of the line to Berombol East of Atfih 
district and other improvements. The Manager 
promised to look into the matter and do all 
in his power forthe comfort of the popula- 
tion. At the end of the winter season Capt. 
Adams saw that the doubling of the line would 
be convenient for the Company's interest and 
proposed to’ the Board the sanction of the 
improvements mentioned. 
In fact the Board accepted the proposal and 
wrote to the Ministry of Public Works to that 
effect. But as the total expenditure of LE. 
100,000 canuot-be redeemed within the short

When the Helouan residents saw that,the 
railway has done all they could to meet their 
wishes, they haye addressed a petition in 
triplicate to Sir Eldon Gorst, Sir W. Garstin 
and Sirs Vincent Corbett requesting them to 
accept the Railway Company's scheme.’ < 

Sir Eldon Gorst replied to the undersigned 
that the Ministry of Public Works is now 
considering. several proposals concerning’ the 
improvement of: commiunications between Cairo 
and Helouan, and that our request will be 
forwarded also for consideration. ests 

Hassan” Bey Mazloum the Secretary of Sir 
Vincent Corbett replied'in the latter name that 
all his efforts will be displayed for the benefit 
of the Helouan town.

EGYPTIAN RAILWAYS. 


FEED-WATER HEATERS. 

A German firm of enginoers has recently 
completed a passenger engine for the Egyptian 
State Railways. A feed-water heater has been 
fitted, and as the engine has given good results 
a8 regards fuel consumption, it is suggested 
that these heaters would tend to allow of more 
economical working on passenger lines. In the 
United States the feed-water heater has been 
occasionally adopted, but it has never become 
popular. Probably it has been thought: that 
the complications and repairs necessary were 
too numerous.’ The first part of the heater .in 
the above-mentioned locomotive consists of a 
vertical cylinder, which is placed between the 
driving wheels on the same side as the pump. 
There is a nest of tubes inside the cylinder, 
and the feed-water circulates around these 
tubes; throngh the latter passes the exhaust 
steam from the pump. This pnp draws water 
from the tender and forces it into the first 
After being warmed in, 
the first heater the feed-water passes into 
another heater, which is situated just above 
the forward track. Aud then on to a third 
heater, which is located on the left-hand side 
of the engine, The exhaust steam from the 
main steam chests exhausts into this part of 
the apparatus. The exhaust is then led up 
the stack. Before actually entering the boiler, 
the feed-water passes through a number of 
tubes in the smoke-box. It is supposed that 
this arrangement gives a saving in coal con- 
sumption of over 20 per cent. Whether the 
complication is worth this saving depends, 
among other things, upon the price of coal.

The Money Market. ; 

There is some slight tightening of the 
market for cash supplies, which is, however, of 
& quite temporary character, The statistics 


which we quote below give no grounds for | - 


Supposing that there will be any stringency of 
‘gold for some time to come.” The position 
generally is astrong one, and thoughts are 
beginning to turn rather to the possibility of a 
change of affairs in the Autumn, it not being 
considered likely that any special drain of 
gold will take place during the summer months. 
Should the strikes on the Rand have the effect 
of reducing production, this might havea 
serious aspect, but it wonld appear as if the 
mine-owners were quite content to take the 
chance which the strike affords of eliminating 
the undesirable workers, and taking on new and 
better hands, of which there appears to be an. 
abundant supply. It is not thought, therefore, 
that any serious interruption of the work of 
the mines-will take place. Some trouble there 
may be, owing to the strikers being superseded, 

and the Government of the Transvaal, having 
realised this, are taking strong measuresto deal 
with any disturbances that may arise. | 

This week’s Bank return shows that a fur- 
ther £90,000 has been added to the reserve, 
which now stands at £24,680,000, as com- 
pared with £23,187,000 twelve months ago. 
Notwithstanding Whitsuntide requirements, 
the stock of coin and bullion is higher by 
£198,000 but this is doubtless explained by 
the recept of £306,000 in gold from abroad. 
“Other ” Securities are up £272,000, and 
Public Depositsshow an increase of £1,429,000. 
The Proportion of Reserve to liabilities now 
stands at 46.83 per cent. as semnals4 per 
cent. last year. 

The larger proportion of the gold which 
has srrived from Africa and elsewhere has 
been bonght by the Bank of England,and 
although France has been a competitor, the 
amount secured for our neighbours has 
been small. Bar gold is now quoted at 
77/10 per ounce standard. 

Three months’ bank bills are being done at 
3 8/8 per cent. 

Silver, 

The tone of the silver market is very 
firm, and the price of bar silver has further 
advanced to 30 7/8 per ounce. 

The Stock Markets. 

So far fromjthe Whitsuntide holiday having 
given a fillip to investment business, as it was 
hoped might be the case, the tone of markets 
has this week been even more depressed ‘than 
ever. A feeling ofextreme pessimism prevails 
in nearly all sections, and business has been: 
reduced to the smallest possible limits, Need- 
less tosay prices have continued a downward 
course owing to the lack of snpport. Of course 
this unhappy state of thing is the result of 
indifference on the part of the public rather 
than of any specific adverse influence, but the 
constant declines in values is too serious for 
holders to be comforted by this fact, 

Telegrams received from Egypt show a more 
or less demoralised state of affairs in the stock 
markets in Cairo and Alexandria. The artificial 
remedies proposed, and more or less carried 
out, to prevent undue depreciation are not 
believed in here. At the same time, itis 
admitted: that in a local market such 
remedies may be of temporary use, as indeed, 
they appear to have been. One cause of the 
accentuation of the skimp which has taken 
place in Egypt ig undoubtedly ‘the small- 
ness of the market here for Egyptian securities. 
We haye repeatedly pointed out how short- 
sighted was the policy of those responsible for 
flotations of Egyptian companies in not allot- 
ting a larger number of shares to European 
applicants, and thus broadening the basis of 
Egyptian share finance. “A certain number of 
shares ot every company should be reserved 
for applicants in this country. Had this*heen 
done, and the large initial profits mad¢, been 
shared with the markets here, there would 
hvye been a sufficient number of investors 
interested to create a freer market for the 
shares’ when the depreciation occurred. By 
following a greedy policy these companies have 
deprived the British public of the fair share of 
the profits arising from the premium to which 
the shares went. and it cannot be a matter of 
surprise that the London Stock Exchange has a 
languid interest in things Egyptian. ‘To broad- 
en the basis of Egyptian markets is an absolute 
necessity, and we commend this matter earn- 


estly to the attention of those large brokers | 


and financial houses who have to deal, with it. 
The tendency to supersede London boards, 
and place the entire management of Egyptian 
companies in the hands of local boards, 
while it may appear to be a commonsense 
arrangement, is in reality a very short-sighted 
policy. After all, Egypt in its time of develop-. 
ment is dependent upon foreign capital, and 
everything that tends to give confidence to the 
foreign investor should be carefully preserved. 

London boards may not be able to superintend 
efficiently the management, whiph should be 
in the hands of strong local directors, but ta 
have a number ofmen of honourable reputa- 

tlon here to answer for the honest ‘antl efficient 
conduct of the company generally is an im- 

portant guarantee to the British investar, The 
truth of it is that in Egypt so muoh money 
has recently been made that financiers thore 
have a feeling that they can look after their 
own affairs, forgetting that, after all; they 
cannot begin to finance themselves without the 
assistance of older countries with large accu-
